A contention has been made to 
the authorities at Washington by inter- 
ested parties that tho straits really are 
neutral waters.

PANAMA SCANDALS. 

Tryins to Clear Ferdinand de Lesseps' 
Character. 

London, March 27. — The Panama 
scandals have been thoroughly revived 
and the leading topic for discussion 
everywhere in Paris. It is stated that 
Kuril Arton, the Panama lobbyist, who 
waa extradited last year from Lon- 
don, has inculpated forty-nine deputies 
and senators whom he bribed, and that 
ho has furnished proof of bis allegations. 
It is stated that Charles de Lesseps is 
now in London preparing documents 
tending to clear his father and furnishes 
the names of deputies who accepted 
bribes. Several political personages 
are now being watched by the 
police of Paris in order to 
prevent their flight. M. Brisson, 
president o! the French chamber- of 
deputies, announced to-day that the 
chamber had received an application for 
authority to prosecute Deputies Naquet, 
Henri Maret nnd Antide Boyer with re- 
ference to the Panama disclosures. The 
chamber decided to appoint a commit- 
tee to consider tho application. M. 
Naquet has already left Paris without 
mentioning his destination. 

PERHAPS IN KOOTENAY. 

No Telling'Where Andree's Bulloon Majw 
Land. 

London, March 27.— Prof. Andree an- 
nounces that his North Pole expedition 
leaves Gothem burg on May 15 for Spits- 
bergen. The professor has been inces- 
santly engaged during the winter in per- 
fecting his balloon according to the ex- 
perience of last year. The voyage to 
pitzburgen will be made in a gunboat, 
and it is expected that tho balloon will 
be tilled and ready to sail on .June 20. 
The professor expects to be driven to the 
north coast of America. 



POUND NETS ALLOWED. 

Four Licenses to Use Them in Boundary 
Bay Allowed by Fisheries 
Department. 

Vancouvkk, March 27.— (Special)— A 
wire was received at Westminster to- 
day by Inspector of Fisheries McNab, 
instructing him to grant licenses for 
pound nets in Boundary Bay only to 
those who operated them last season. 
Therefore only lour licenses will be is- 
sued.

The two candidates 
for the mayoralty are Col. Robert Scott, 
late of Guelph, Ont., and C. O. Lalonde, 
formerly of Port Arthur, Ont. The reg- 
istration o£ voters so far indicates that- 
over 1,000 votes will be cast, but there is 
no telling how the election will go.

IMPALED ON A BAYONET. 

A Lady's Accident at the Berlin Centenary 
Celebrations. 

Berlin, March 27. — Tho people of 
Berlin are intensely dissatisfied with 
their rigorous exclusion from the centen- 
ary ceremonies, the police enforcing this 
most strictly and brutally. Unter den 
Linden was closed to tho public for three 
days. One sequence of the measures 
was the almost entire absence of acci- 
dent. Although the crowd was enor- 
mous, the sole serious accident was 
In the case of a lady in the grand stand 
who carelessly bending forward, was 
impaled by a bayonet when the soldiers 
presented arms. The illuminations 
throughout tho city were on a large 
scale* There were brilliant electric and 
gas light effects and the castle was mag- 
nificently illuminated. Fight thousand 
pounds of red fire was burned on top of 
the cupolas alone. 



A Pitiful Tale of Famine-Stricken 
Refugeca in the Mountain 
Fastnesses. 



Thought the Islanders Would Sub- 
mit if They Understood the 
Autonomy Plan. 



London, March 27.— In spite of the 
warlike preparations, the prospect in the 
Levant haB certainly not become darker 
during the past week, and there are in- 
dications that tho difficulty may be 
solved by the powers inducing the Sultan 
to withdraw the Turkish troops from 
Crete. The situation in Canea is a 
powerful argument in favor of the 
withdrawal of the Turks. They are 
being driven to outlying posts, and the 
newspapers to-day are asking of what 
use are the Turks if the foreign forces 
are compelled to do their work in the 
case of the foreign occupation of Malaxa, 
the fort commanding Suda and Canea, 
from which the Turks were driven. 
The reason for the Greek resistance 
to the decision of the powers 
appears to be the vagueness of the 
so called autonomy scheme. Many com- 
petent judges, who are now on the scene 
declare that tho Cretans would submit 
it given tho details, showing the reality 
of the autonomy scheme. This is the 
view of the ambassadors at Constanti- 
nople, who have telegraphed to their re- 
spective governments urging that the 
details be now determined upon and that 
a practical scheme of government be 
presented to tho Cretans and also de- 
claring that the prolonging of the state 
of uncertainty inspires great anxiety, 
leaving the door open to events calcu- 
lated to seriously endanger the situation, 
such as yesterday's affair at Malaxa. 

In the meanwhile advices from the in- 
terior of Crete indicate that the inhabit- 
ants are already feeling the pinch of 
famine. A special correspondent who 
has jn"t visited the camp of Col. Vassos, 
the coii.mander of the Greek army of oc- 
cupation, describes the journey. He 
says that in the mountains at a place 
called Stilofaraingo he heard weird 
voices across a deep, impassible ravine, 
issuing apparently from the bowels of 
the earth, and adds : " We stopped and 
through our Held glasses saw emaciated 
women and children emerging from a 
cave high up in tho mountains. They 
were the wives and children of Chris- 
tians, hiding from the Turks and living 
UDOn roots. When we reached Col. 
Vassos camp fit Alikiano we saw scores 
of famishing people who came begging 
for food. Several of them bad not eaten 
for three or four days. The distress was 
heartrending and disease has now super- 
vened." 

It has been hinted in various quarters 
that Germanv has virtually withdrawn 
from the concert of powers and one 
French newspaper oven asserted that Em 
peror William aims at a Turko-Grecian 
war with the object of re cov e ring on the 
conclusion of "" J """" A " * " 
unco iier utorman credit- 
ors. A semi-official denial of this state- 
ment issued in Berlin to-day emphatic- 
ally repudiated any such intention. 

V1LLE DE ST. NAZAIRE. 

More of the Crew of the Ill-fated Vessel 
Reported Saved. 

London, .—March 27.— It is believed 
that Capt. Paul Jagureau, second mate 
M. Nical, ono of tho engineers and one 
of the firemen of the French line steamer 
Ville de St. Nazaire, which waB wrecked 
off Cape Hatteras on the 7th instant 
have been saved. Tho BritiBh steamer 
Maroa, Capt. Adams from Norfolk, 
March 12 for Hamburg while passing 
the Lizard ' to-day made signals which 
were understood to mean, "Wo have 
rescued the captain, second mate, engin- 
eer and fireman of the Ville de Nazairt. 



ISIS IN THE SURF, 



The Steamer " Spinster " Dashed to 
Pieees on the Hocks Near 
Otter Point. 



Arthur Scrogrgs, Her Captain, Meets 
a Terrible Fate in Ragidg 
Breakers. 



John Reynold, the public school 
teacher at Sooke, yesterday waa the 
bearer to the city of sad news, that has 
brought mourning to the household of 
Arthur Scroggs. He rode into town on 
horseback in the morning, having left 
Sooke on Friday afternoon, but owing 
to the many fallen tree-obstructions 
across the road, was detained long on 
the way. He reported tho little 10-ton 
steamer Spinster, belonging to and cap- 
tained by Arthur Scroggs, a total wreck, 
on the rocky shores of the southern end 
of the island, her owner a mangled 
corpse, and the acting engineer, Wil- 
liam Beltz, injured, but well cared 
for at the house of Mr. John 
Muir, the postmaster at Sooke. 

Later in the day Campbell, the Sooke 
mail carrier, arrived in town, bringing 
with him Beltz, the survivor of the Bhip- 
wreck, who gives a short but thrilling* 
account of the disaster which befel the^* 
Spinster. In speaking of the affair he 
stiid last evening that the Spinster, with 
only Captain Scroggs and himaelt 
aboard, left Victoria at 8 o'clock last 
Thursday morning, a light northeast 
wind blowing at the time. 

" When off Sooke," he continued, 
" the wind dropped suddenly to a dead 
calm. We had cargo aboard for Sooke 
and some for Otter Point. Captain 
Scroggs decided to go to Otter 
Point first and we reached there 
at two o'clock in tho afternoon. 
When just off Mr. Gordon's place at 
Otter Point, the wind suddenly sprang 
up from the southeast, and sent such a 
surf on the beach that we saw it would 
bo imnossiblo to land carco there. We 
at once put auout and ran back, for Sooko 
harbor. Returning wo had a strong 
head tide to contend with, and in order 
that our progress might be retarded as 
little ftB possible by it, we kept in close 
to shore. Shortly after turning, how- 
ever,, the wind dropped, and almost at 
once Bprang up from the southwest, and 
blow a gale. We had all auxiliary sail 
up— foresail, mainsail and jib. We 
dropped the peaks of the foresail and 
mainsail, but we had no sooner 
done this than all three saiia 
were torn to ribbons. Then our fore- 
mast was canied away and eoon niter- 
wards our mainsail followed. Some of the 
wreckage fouled in our propeller and 
rudder, and our ship becoming unman- 
ageable we drifted broadside on the 
rocks. A small boat on deck was stove 
in by the seas subsequently. We were 
towing a large boat owned by McHardie, 
the diver, which Capt. Scroggs had hir- 
ed for convenience in landing cargo on 
the beach. This boat filled with water 
and couid not be us^d. Captain Scroggs, 
while attemptidg to lift a plank from 
|the deck of the steamer, was washed 
overboard by a heavy sea which 
broke over the stem. I at 
once threw this plank to him, 
but ha failed to grasp it. I saw 
him struggling in the water a few min- 
utes and then float away, and then I 
concluded he was dead. 

" I remained aboard the Spinster for 
about two hours and then launching a 
plank I managed to reach shore. I was 
considerably bruised and aB it was dark 
and I could see no houses I spent tho 
night on the beach. At daylight, I 
walked and crawled to the residence of 
Mr. John Muir about two miles distant, 
reaching there at noon. Mr.Muir treated 
me very kindly. I described to him the 
locality of the wreck and following my 
instructions he found Mr. Scrogg'a body." 

In telling this narrative Beltz passeB 
over bis experience of the night he 
spent on the beach in the most matter 
of fact way, but they were such notwith- 
standing that none but the Birongest 
constitution could withstand. The two 
miles ho travelled to M r. Muir's house 
were covered principally on his hands 
and knees, for be was too weak and be- 
numbed from exposure to straighten 
himself up more than a few minutes at 
a time. Once at Mr. Muir's he soon ral- 
lied under the best of care and atten- 
tion, but his coming to town last evening 
waB hardly expected. This trip also waB 
none too pleasant, for the driver was 
compelled to cut 27 trees in order 
to And a passage way on the 
road, Beltz is a young Englishman 
not over 25 years of age, and 
not of a build "that one would think 
could withstand all tho trials he came 
through. 

Arthur Scroggs was a well known Vic- 
torian, and leaves besides a bereaved 
wife ono child to mourn his Iosb. He 
was an enthusiastic yachtsman, and it is 
only a few years ago that he lost tho 
spoedy Petrel off Foul Bay. Tho Spin- 
ster he built with tho assistance of Capt. 
12 — <~- ' or years ago. 

ino two managed a shipyard 
together, and the steamer was 
the first product , of their handB. 
She bad been built for a person who re- 
fused to take her over when complete, 
and as a result the vessel was run for 
long after by Captain Foot, carrying pro- 
duce between here and San Juan. Mr. 
Scroggs subsequently took charge, and 
for some time past has been operating 
her in pretty much the same 
lino of work aB his predeces- 
sor, only that the vessel, in- 
stead of running to San Juan harbor, 
has been plying mostly between points 
on tho southwestern part of tho island 
coast. Scroggs was a young man and 
known to nearly everyone in the city. 

To-morrow at 10 o'clock an inquest on 
the finding of the remains will bo held.

Nosse, His Imperial Japanese Majesty's 
consul for the Dominion of Canada, 
might well seem a bit of the languorous 
east, rubbing elbows with a relentless 
utilitarianism ; seen in the black morn- 
ing coat of the west, alert and virile, he 
discloses all the promptness and restless 
energy of the modern. 

And, indeed, the Hon. Mr. Ncsse iB 
modern to his finger tips. At this mo- 
ment he is considering a scheme which, 
if realized, will bring his country and 
countrymen to the knowledge of Cana- 
dians in a highly interesting, practical 
and prolitablo way. Mr. Nosse, since* 
he came to Canada about two years ago, 
has studied industrial and commercial 
conditions to some purpose. It is his 
belief that the commercial relations be- 
tween Canada and Japan should be 
greatly improved. At present the Am- 
ericans, with their enterprise, have 
reaped all the advantage. It is the 
United States which export to Japan 
those products of which we have a yearly 
surplus. 

" On the one hand, Japan needs Cana- 
dian sewing machines, bicycles, canned 
fruits, fresh fruit, brass bedsteads, cot- 
ton, rubber goods, iron goods, lumber 
and — whiskey." 

" What, Mr. Nosse, you do not mean 
to say that your people drink whiskey?" 

The question was asked this morning 
in Mr. Nosae's room at the Windsor 
hotel, where the consul-general was Btir- 
rounded with a litter of pretty tilings, 
and in which one detected the rich per- 
fume of a scented cigar. 

Mr. Nosse, one of the politest beings 
alive, bowed with inimitable grace and 
observed, the while his lustrous eyes 
twinkled : " One of the penalties we had 
to pay for civilization, you know." 

However, Japan wantB a long list of 
Canadian goods, aud Canada needs a 
thrifty, hardy population, winch Japan 
can supply. Mr. Nosse had his head- 
quarters for some time past in British 
Columbia, but he has travelled all 
through Canada; and it is his firm be- 
lief that our Northwest ia admirably 
adapted for Japanese immigrants. 

' I mean, of course, northern Japan- 
ese. Your climate is almost similar to 
that which prevails in latitude 45 and 50 
With u a. Do you know that it was the 
northern Japanese upon whom the 
brunt of the righting fell in the recent 
war? They are hardy; they have strong 
bodies and a high stature; and they are 
accustomed to hardship. You have 
heard of the great tidal waves which 
sweep the coast of Japan at certain 
points, carrying desolation in their path? 
Well, this occurs in the neighborhood of 
these northern people. And do you 
know what they do? They leave the 
Hat lands and cultivate the hill sides. I 
wish you could see the terraces 
they make to prevent inunda- 
tion ; the way they cover and 
fertilize these terraces; and the 
crops they extract — crops of wheat, 
and millet., aud apples and prunes. 
Now, these are the people for your 
Northwest. They are thrifty ; they are 
strong; they are peaceable; and they 
can endure both cold and heat." 

" But," said Mr. Nosse, sadly, " there 
is the demagogue. Of course, you will 
find the demagogue all over the earth. 
1 have found him in British Columbia. 
You have probably heard of that peti- 
tion which has been forwarded to Ottawa 
demanding that the per capita tax upon 
Chinese shall include the Japanese also, 
and that it shall be raised to $500 to 
keep both peoples out? Of course, sen- 
sible people do not approve of this peti- 
tion. It is to a great extent fathered by 
^nen who are not even British subjects. 
J)o you know that in the Kootenay dis- 
trict and the Fraser river district the 
country is flooded with Americans, who 
want all for themselves, and who would 
prevent any other people from partici- 
pating in benefits which are all the 
time increasiiu: in value? No doubt 
there is Air. Maxwell and others who are 
Canadians who have made the mistake 
which only extreme ignorance could 
mqke, namely, of lumping the Japanese 
with the Chinese. Now, I do not think 
that Chinese immigration, as it is at pre- 
sent conducted, ia desirable. It is real- 
ly through the power of the Six Com- 
panies, whose headquarters are at Can- 
ton, a species of slavery. These great 
companies, which are too strong for the 
Chinese government to interfere with, 
provide the money for the passage across, 
provide the clothing and the food, and 
in return the Chinese have to serve so 
many years, owned practically, body 
aud soul, by these great organizations. 
This is why you have Chinatown in Bri- 
tish Columbia. The object is to keep 
them under control by segregation. Why, 
their very food is imported from China 
by the companies and sold at three prices. 
And then we all know that the Chinese 
who come from Canton are the lowest 
in the scale. They smoke opium ; they 
start gambling dens ; they are unclean; 
they never assimilate with the popula- 
tion ; and finally, they take all they earn 
to China. 

" The Japanese, on the contrary, are a 
hiehly civilized people. They are clean 
and frugal ; they set up the family ; they 
open churches. There are fifteen thous- 
and Chinese in British Columbia; and 
about eight hundred Japanese, all told. 
The latter are Christiana, or the majori- 
ty of them. Soveral hundred are Cana- 
dian subjects. There are sixty wives. 
The Japanese government is very par- 
ticular about letting young girls leave 
the country unprotected, lest they should 
be led astray; and, so in every case 
where a young man in Canada has a cor- 
respondence with the parentB of a young 
woman in Japan, I take charge of the 
matter of bringing her out. I make all 
the inquiries; and receiving a permit 
from the Imperial government, the 
young woman is sent across-'. When she 
lands, I see that the young couple are 
brought before the paatoroi one of the 
Christian churches and properly mar- 
riwl, such murriajres being legi-stoied 
with the prow r county oilicer. More- 
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over, I have impressed upon all natural- 
ized Japanese that they must be loyal 
to the Queen and to Canadian institu- 
tions. More women will come when the 
country is better settled and life is less 
rough. 

" Now, why should we be discrimin- 
ated against r " demands the Hon. Mr. 
Nosse, with animation. " England was 
the first to recognize Japan as a modern, 
civilized nation. England gave to Jap- 
an, in the new treaty, which was made 
with her two years ago, the benefit of 
the most favored nation clause. We are 
in the East what England is iu Eu- 
rope. We do not want tho material but 
we do want the moral support of Eng- 
land. Canada is the greatest colony in 
the British Empire. Why should this 
colony discriminate against that people 
the progress aud civilization of which 
England was the first to recognize? 
Thirty years ago I could not have com- 
plained if an attempt had been made 
to keep us out. We had no status then 
in the civilized world; but to discrim- 
inate against us now is most unfair. Of 
course, I do not think the petition will 
ever come to anything. I have inter- 
viewed the Hon". Mr. Blair, the Hon. Mr. 
Tarte, the Hon. Mr. Davies, when these 
gentlemen were in British Columbia, 
and they seemed favorable to the Japan- 
ese. Indeed, Mr. Tarte said the Japan- 
ese were like the French in this respect, 
that they were a merry, happy people, 
who never thought of the morrow. 
When the Japanese makes money he 
spends it." 

Mr. Nosse instanced the good work 
which the Japanese did in the gold 
mines, in the fishery business at the 
Fraser river, where the annual output, 
since the arrival of the Japanese, reach- 
ed the total of a million cans, as against 
two hundred thousand ten years ago. 
They get good wages ; they make good 
farmers , and even now they are raising 
wheat and fruit and vegetables with 
great success. Population is needed in 
British Columbia, which has a great fu- 
ture before it, and the Japanese come 
because there is an opportunity. 

The consul-general thinks it strange 
that gentlemen in British Columbia 
should inveigh against the habits of the 
Chinese, and yet make no effort to en- 
force the law against opium smoking, 
against gambling, against vice and un- 
cleanness. " Why don't they smash 
Chinatown if they don't want it?" he 
asks. 

Mr. Nosse makes an important point 
respecting the treaty of commerce and 
navigation between England and .Japan, 
entered into two years ago, aud which is 
to come into force in 1898. According to 
the terms of this treaty, any British col- 
ony which made application through 
the Imperial government for participa- 
tion in the benefits of the most favored 
nation clause, would be so admitted, if 
such application were made within two 
years from the date of the exchange of 
ratifications of the treaty. 

" Newfoundland, Natal and Xew South 
Wales have already made application to 
come under the favored nation clause, 
but Canada has done nothing," said Mr. 
Nosse. " There is little time to be lost. 
My idea is that the Canadian govern- 
ment should apply, and then appoint a 
commercial agent in Japan, whose busi- 
ness would be to make the Japanese 
familiar with Canada and Canadian pro- 
ducts. In that way a large trade would 
be built up, of which the Americans at 
present reap the benefit. I have ex- 
plained my views to the Imperial gov- 
ernment as to the need of a Consulate- 
Generai, and the appointment of consuls 
throughout tho Dominion at central 
points, in order that Japan may be 
familiarized to the Canadian public. 
My scheme is expensive, but I believe it 
will be accepted. I have the power to 
say where the Consulate-General shall 
be established, and I am not Bure yet 
whether I shall recommend Montreal, 
Toronto or Ottawa. Meantime, I am 
going to Ottawa to interview the govern- 
ment on that petition, with the object of 
clearly setting forth that the Japanese 
are not for a moment to bo confounded 
with the Chinese immigrants who are 
coming to Canada at the rate of three 
hundred to every vessel. — Montreal Wit- 
ness. 
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He Thinks That Only Annexation 
Can Settle the Cretan 
(Question. 



The Admirals Declare a Contimi 
ance.of Turkish Authority in 
the Island Impossible, 



London', March 20.— In the House of 
CornnionB to-day, during the considera- 
tion of the foreign office estimates, John 
Morley, in the absence of the Liberal 
leader, Sir William Vernon Hnreourt, 
criticised at length and with great vigor 
the action of the powers in the Greco- 
Cretan affair, and invited tho govern- 
ment to take the country into its confi- 
dence by a clear definition of policy. He 
said that autonomy was a mere phrase, 
because the Porte reserved the power to 
discuss its form and its detail, ft had 
been admitted by Lord Salisbury that 
the eventual outcome would probably be 
the annexation of Crete to Greece, yet 
in spite of this admission Great 
Britain 'assisted the powers in the 
blockade. In this way Great Britain 
was made to pursue a policy opposed 
to the real convictions of the covern- 
ment and against the sympathy and 
convictions oi tho Knglish people. How 
could autonomy, he asked, be worked 
out without the co-operation of the Cre- 
tans? Who was to be the governor of 
the island? Not a Turk surely. That 
would be too great a scandal. If tho 
governor was to bo a Greek, then why 
not have annexation at once without 
making two hiteB of the cherry. 

Mr. Balfour, replying, said that the 
powers had taken the scheme of auton- 
omy in hand and would not be bound by 
the voice of any but themselves. lie 
said Mr. Morley ought not to have made 
such a speech, and that parliament 
ought not to continue the discussion. 
The Cretan question was only a frag- 
ment of the policy of the great powers in 
Eastern Europe. 

i: We have already had,'' he continu- 
ed, "three inconclusive discussions. 
Don't let us have a fourth; let us have 
the matter out in tho proper way. If 
the opposition considers that the policy 
of the government is opposed to the 
wishes of the country, the proper course 
is to move a vote of censure. Until that 
is done we shall certainly oppose all en- 
deavors to hamper the action of the gov- 
ernment. Let the opposition BCiew its 
courage up to that point or abandon the 
practice of nightly criticising small por- 
tions oi our policy." 

Mr. Laboucheie moved a reduction of 
the salary of the secretary of state for 
foreign affairs. 

Sir Charles Pilk«) and others having 
spoken, Mr. Balfour moved the closure, 
which was carried by 130 to -18. Mr. 
Labouchore's motion wa3 then rejected 
by 128 to 44 and the house adjourned. 
| |Constant inoi'lh, March 26. — It is as- 
serted here to-night on what is regarded 
as reliable authority that, in consequence 
of the refusal of Lord Salisbury to join 
in a blockade of Greek porta, Germany 
has given notice to tho powers of her in- 
tention to withdraw from the concert, 

The ambassadors held a meeting to- 
day to consider the dispatch from the 
foreign admirals in Cretan waters, stal- 
ing that it was daily becomins.' *oiuie 
evident that a continuance of Turkit-b 
authority in Crete was impossible and 
recommending that a European gov- 
ernor-general bo appointed and the 
Turkish troops withdrawn. 

It is understood that Turkey sent her 
squadron through the Dardanelles on 
the advice of Germany.

Conditions Attached to the Smelter 
Proposition— Another Govern- 
ment Ollicial Dismissed. 



Vanoouneb, March 27. — (Special)— 
Last night there was a rumor in the city 
that a steamer had heen wrecked be- 
tween Vancouver and Nanainio. So 
persistent and widespread was the 
rumor that it reached San Francisco, 
and word waB wired here asking for par- 
ticulars. On investigation it was found 
that the only apparent cause of the 
rumor was the fact that a canoo had 
been upset in the Narrows and two In- 
dians drowned. The details of this 
fatality is aa follows : During the high 
wind that prevailed, Jim, Harriet (his 
wife), a grand-daughter, and an Indian 
named Bob, attempted to make the Nar- 
rowB. They had been drinking and had 
then two bottles of whiskey with them. 
When they got in rough water the mast 
worked loose, and as they had a sail up, 
a puff of wind caught it as 
it swung around, and upset the boat. 
Jim and his little granddaughter whs 
thrown out, and the former clung to the 
upturned cimou and to the child until 
help arrived. Bob and Mrs. Jim, how- 
ever, who had their legs under the 
thwarts when paddling the canoe, e^ould 
not get free in time and were held under 
by the capsized boat, and their bodies 
were Btill there when the canoe was 
towed aehore and turned over. The li'.- 
tle girl's recovery was doubtful for a 
long time, but she finally came around 
after hours of patient work by the re- 
sucitators. II. Chapman has been 
charged with supplying the Indians 
with liquor. 

H. Symons, Q.C., representing Messrs. 
Evans & Co., the promoters who propose 
to build a Binelter and relinery here, is 
in the city. Mr. Symons with Mr. Car- 
gill the local representative, interviewed 
the council yesterday at a special sitting, 
when the details of the proposition were 
considered. The council are satisfied 
all now depends upon the people. A 
by-law will be voted on at an early date. 

In brief this is what the city require of 
the Rothchild smelter syndicate in the 
construction of the proposed smelter and 
refinery. Work to commence within 
three months after the signing of the 
contract. The smelter to be capable of 
treating 500 tons per day; that within 
one year the smelter he capable of treat- 
ing 250 tons per day, to he capable of 
treating the extra 250 tons per day as 
soon as the supply oi ore shall justify it ; 
that the cost of complete construction 
shall not he less than .fOOO.OOO; that 
means shall he taken to minimise the 
obnoxious affects of smoke and gasses ; 
that no Ohineseor Japanese beetuployed 
in construction. 

The government's action in the fishery 
department is not popular here. The 
announcement h made that Mr. Thos. 
McNiah, after a service of ten years in 
the fishery department of British Col- 
umbia, has been dismissed. Mr. Mc- 
Nish had charge of the B. C. hatchery, 
It is said that the only excuse the gov- 
ernment give for his dismissal is "for 
the sake of economy." iS'ow the queries 
are adv. meed : " What are to hecume of 
the two million little salmon at the 
hatchery "? and " What will become of 
the appropriation Mr. Maxwell, M.P., 
said that he had secured for a new 
hatchery on the Skeena river. Mr. Mc- 
Xish'a services to the salmon industry in 
B. C, said many of the canneiymen to- 
day, were almost invaluable, and they 
are cudgeling their brains for an explan- 
ation of the government's action. 

A row boat filled with water haB been 
found drifting near Point Atkinson light- 
house. The sequence is yet to be chron- 
icled. 

A C.P.K. employe has had a most ex- 
citing experience in the collision line. 
While coming through a tunnel on a 
hand car in this division he was run into 
by a freight train. Though not danger- 
ously injured he is not yet well enough 
to give a detailed account of his experi- 
ence. The name of the unfortunate man 
could not be obtained at this writing. 

The lumber laden British bark Alax- 
ander will sail for .South Australia next 
week. Her cargo consists of lumber 
valued at $S,081. 

Athletic contests with saloon attach- 
ment are being very popular in Vancou- 
ver, and still the council and license 
commissioners do not see their way to 
license concert halls to sell liquor. The 
local press now freely print advertise- 
ments of boxing bouts and glove contests 
in certain saloons. These contests are 
immensely patronized. 

Lawrence McCarthy, 21 years old, a 
native of Liverpool, arrived here last 
summer on a sailing vessel, lie obtained 
employment at the Hastings mill, where 
the vessel was loading, and had been 
working there ever since. Yesterday 
while working a 40-inch trimmer saw, 
the shaft suddenly snapped oil' and the 
saw struck poor McCarthy, almost cut- 
ting him in two, a terrible wound being 
inflicted from his left shoulder across the 
body. In spite of his condition he lived 
for two hours in great agony. He was 
very much liked by his fellow workmen, 
and a gloom has settled over the mills 
on account of the sad fatality. 

WESTMINSTER. 

Westminster, March 27.— (Special)— 
Fourteen Chinamen were before the 
magistrate yesterday, charged with con- 
travention of the law againBt gambling-, 
only two convictions were obtained, 
and" $40 in fines collected. 

At the Crown Timber Commission, C. 
M. Beechor explained the system of pay- 
ment of timber dues as far as the com- 
pany— the B. C. Mills, Timber and 
Trading Co. — w.ib concerned. R. Jar- 
dine, of the Royal City Mills, entered in- 
to a similar explanation. L. A. Lewis, of 
the Brunette .Sawmills, stated that he 
thought all their berths had been sur- 



veyed. They had paid no dues since 
1893, except for lumber from their own 
bertha. They had bought very little 
from settlers. In 1895 they had shipped 
11,000,000 feet of logs to San Francisco, 
and the following year 10,000,000. He 
did not know why this did not appear 
on the return produced. The returns 
made by the company were sworn to by 
their manager. Mr. Beecher, of the B. 
O. Mills, Timber and Trading Co., was 
instructed to send in a detailed account 
of the company's reception and cutting 
of logs from Dominion lands, and the 
last witness waB instructed to send in a 
detailed account of the shipment of logs 
to San Francisco by the Brunette Milla. 



DR. JAMESON'S STORY. 



He Does Not Shirk the Responsibil- 
ity of the Transvaal 
Raid. 



He Tells the Parliamentary Com- 
mittee That His Mistake Lay 
In His Failure.

London, March 20.— At the session to- 
day of the parliamentary committee in- 
quiry into the Transvaal raid, lit. Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain continued his ex- 
amination of W. P. Schreiner, who was 
attorney-general of Cape Colony at the 
time Cecil Rhodes was premier. All the 
questions put indicated a desire to vin- 
dicate Mr. Chamberlain's policy in the 
Transvaal. 

Following Schreiner, Dr. Jameson told 
the story of his movements and sought 
to justify his actions by pointing out the 
critical condition of the Uitlanders in 
the Transvaal prior to the raid. Dr. 
Jameson exculpated Rhodes from the 
responsibility of having ordered the final 
move of the troopB across the border, 
saying he had managed the step on his 
own account. 
Dr. Jameson continued : 
"In the middle of 1891 Mr. Rhodes 
and Mr. John Hays Hammond, the Am- 
erican engineer, were with me in Mata- 
heleland , when the position of the Trans- 
vaal and the grievances of the Uitland- 
ers were freely discussed. Mr. Ham- 
mond asserted that it was impossible for 
the economic" conditions of the Rand to 
continue, and that unless a radical 
change was made there would be a ris- 
ing of the people of Johannesburg. 

"I was much impressed with Mr. 
Hammond's representations, and after- 
wards in company with Mr. Hammond 
I went to Johannesburg and Pretoria, 
and verilied the accuracy of his views. 
The result of those investigations was 
that the chartered company's police and 
volunteers were prepared so that if a 
revolution occurred and help was needed 
we should be in a position to send it. 

" Subsequently in 1895 I revisited Jo- 
hannesburg and found the people deter- 
mined to bring matters tp an issue. In 
the course of my protracted conference, 
the leaders informed me regarding their 
wishes and plans. The first proposal 
was to act alone, but m}' troops were to 
be in readiness on the border in case 
they were required. Later the leaders 
concluded that there was no hope of suc- 
cess without the help of an armed force, 
and they decided that the only way to ob- 
tain reforms was to change theadministra 
tion of the Transvaal, and that the safest 
mode of effecting this would be to have 
a sufficient force at Johannesburg to in- 
duce President Kruger to take a plebis- 
cite of the whole population, to decide 
who was to be president. They therefore 
invited my help, and it was arranged to 
take my force to Johannesburg to main- 
tain order and bring pressure to bear 
upon the Transvaal while the redress of 
the grievances was enforced by them, 

"Therefore, I obtained the letter 
signed by the leaders, with which the 
committee is familiar, and it was agreed 
that, simultaneously with the rising in 
Johannesburg at the end of December, I 
was to start." 

Dr. Jameson, it appears, afterward 
told Mr. Rhodes of his arrangements and 
the latter agreed to them. 

The statement then deals with the 
preparations to force the frontier, arous- 
ing the suspicions of the Boers, and the 
communications between Dr. Jameson 
and the leaders at Johannesburg, the 
latter never intimating any intention of 
abandoning their determination to ap- 
peal to arms. 

The statement next refers to the re- 
port of the grave situation in the mines, 
and adds : 

" Under my arrangements with the 
JohannesburgerB, I felt 1 had no altern- 
ative but to proceed, and I started the 
same day." 
The statement concludes: 
" No communication whatever was re- 
ceived from Rhodes or from any one at 
Cape Town directing or authorizing my 
force to move to Johannesburg. I acted 
entirely on my own judgment. Major 
Heaney did not bring me a message 
from Rhodes." 

The committee put a few questions to 
Dr. Jameson. Replying to Sir Henry 
Campbell Bannerman, Liberal, Dr. Ja- 
meson said : 

•' I know 1 did not do the right thing, 
because I did not succeed. If I had suc- 
ceeded I know I would have been for- 
given." (Laughter.)

INDIGNANT PROTESTS. 

Greek Newspapers Freely Express Their 
Views on the Bombardment of 
Malaxa. 

Athens, March 26. — The bombard- 
ment of Malaxa has produced a painful 
impression here. The newspapers are 
filled with indignant protests. 

The Cretan delegates in Athens have 
published a pamphlet in English pro- 
testing against autonomy, and declaring 
that they prefer the Ottoman yoke, just 
as they did after the failure of the insur- 
rection in 18(H). The pamphlet cIoscb 
with the declaration : 

" The Cretans will die, if necessary, 
for the sake of the cause of union with 
Greece." 

M. Skouzes, the Greek minister of for- 
eign affairs, Bent the following commu- 
nication to the powers, under date of 
March 21 : 

"I have the honor to acknowledge 
vour note of the 18th inst., wherein you 
inform me that Crete will be placed in a 
state of blockade from to-day. A notice

Cretan population, to bring these con- 
siderations to your notice, foreseeing, as 
I do, consequences which may arise and 
which may not correspond with the sen- 
timents of humanity which animate the 
governments of the powers."

50 willing hands shovelling enow and 
sand for dear life to rescue the buried 
men. Harry Newton was first recovered 
and is but little the worse for the acci- 
dent. Treherne was almost dead and 
had bis breast bone crushed in. The 
doctors think he will recover.

HANDS OFF BRITISH COLUMBIA 

Mr. Mclnnes, M.T., lias given notice 
of motion for the disallowance of the 
British Columbia Southern Act. We 
submit that such a proposition is ono 
that ought not to be entertained for a 
moment. We do not deny that there are 
no precedents for such a resolution ; but 
we protest that such precedents are 
better honored in the breach than in the 
observance. The right of disallowance 
is vested in the Governor-General, not 
because he represents parliament, but 
because he represents the Sovereign 
He exercises a royal prerogative when 
he disallows an act solemnly passed by 
the provincial legislatures. 

We hold that if it becomes the practice 
of parliament to pass resolutions calling 
on the Governor-General to disallow 
local laws, the British North Am 
erica Act may as well be repealed 
so far as it professes to veat any 
power in the provincial legislatures. 
The only object in moving such a reso- 
lution can be to secure the action of the 
Governor-General in accordance with 
it, and we submit that if parliament can 
pass a resolution of this nature the min- 
istry ia bound to advise the Governor- 
General accordingly or else he open to a 
vote of want of confidence. Hence a 
parliamentary resolution to compel the 
disallowance of a provincial statute is 
equivalent to the passage ol an act re- 
pealing that statute, or if there is any 
difference it is too vague to be worth re- 
garding. We hold, no matter what the 
precedents may be, and we have not had 
time to examine them, the passage 
of such a resolution would he a usurpa 
tion by parliament of powers which the 
Imperial statute vesta in the provincial 
legislature, and a violation of the solemn 
compact of confederation. 

We are not discussing the merits of 
the British Columbia Southern Act, 
and are not going to discuss 
tliem. The place to debate that 
question is in the legislature, which has 
the constitutional right to deal with it. 
If the Governor-General shall be ad- 
vised by his ministers to disallow the 
act, and shall do so, hia action must be 
accepted, however objectionable it may 
1)0, for it is within his authority. It 
would become then the duty of the Brit- 
ish Columbia legislature to re-enact the 
law, and if it were disallowed to re-enact 
it again. If the coal lands were ten 
times as valuable aa they are, they 
would be a bagatelle ;ib compared with 
the right of the people of this Province 
to legislative independence on local ques- 
tions. Our protest ia now against what 
we do not hesitate to class as a most 
impertinent attempt to usurp the func- 
tions of the local legislature. We sug- 
gest that the local house should place 
itaelf squarely on record on this question 
at the earliest possible day. 



$19,372 00 

The increase in wages in the printing 
office, the revenue from which this year 
is about $18,000, was due to the increased 
amount of work to be done.

Perhaps to peo- 
plo of tho calibre of the Times this is in- 
defensible. We are quite prepared to 
believe it. 



THE TIMES CORRECTED. 

The Times referring to tho estimates 
says: "The deficit anticipated for 
1897-8 is augmented by an increase all 
round in the salaries of officials. This 
increase will amount to about $20,000. 
This seems a moBt indefensible thing at 
the present time." 

First and very briefly aa to the "de- 
ficit anticipated." Tho Times knows 
perfectly well that no deficit is antici- 
pated. The expenditure will exceed tho 
revenue, because included in the outlay 
will be the balance of the last loan. The 
money raised by that loan was borrowed 
to be expended not to be kepi, to look at.

THE GENESIS OF MYTHOLOGY. 



The suggestion that so-called mythol- 
ogy is only distorted antediluvian his- 
tory is far from improbable. No his- 
torical occurrence is better attested than 
the calamity known in Scripture history 
as the Flood, in tho traditional lore of 
this Coastas " the great winter," and by 
various other terms among other people. 
In a once very celebrated lecture 
Wendell Phillips treated of what he 
called " the lost arte," maintaining that 
a high period of civilization had at one 
time existed and been swept away. The 
body of evidence in support of this 
opinion is very extensive and convinc- 
ing. It ia found in both the Old World 
and the New. The Great Pyramid may 
be a monument to the greatness of the 
architeeta of that remote pre-historic 
age. The giant cities of BaBhan may 
have been centres of its life and fashion. 
The ruins of great cities found in South 
Africa are the remains of a civilization 
concerning which the native races have 
not even tho shadow of a memory. In 
the forests of Yucatan are temples and 
pyramids of whose builders not even a 
tradition lingers. In the wilds of British 
Guiana there stands what seems from a 
distance to be a considerable hill, but 
which on closer inspection bears every 
trace of being a pyramid built by human 
hands. The Incas of Peru found 
the remnant of an ancient civili- 
zation on the coast of South 
America. On KaBter Island, in the 
midst of the Pacific ocean, stand huge 
statues, mute witnesses of a forgotten 
age. 

On Thursday we had a gale that blew 
at the rate of 72 miles an hour, and ac- 
companying it were two or three slight 
earthquake shocks. I f the wind had been 
fifty per cent, stronger and continued a 
little longer, and theearthquake shocks 
harder, very little would have been left 
of the evidences of civilization within the 
area affected by it. That storm, which 
by the way originated over the Straits, 
between this city and Port Angeles, 
swept across the mountains, anil when 
last heard from was lashing tho whole 
country from Calgary to Salt Lake city 
in its fury. Not long ago, as all will re- 
member, atornadosweptthrough St. Louis 
cutting a swath through the city like a 
huge scythe. A little later, for several 
hour.-! a eeries of earthquake shocks agi- 
tated the whole Mississippi valley. Ill 
was remarked by many at tho time that I 
if the shocks had been a very little 
stronger all the cities in halt a dozen 
states would have been in ruins. If up- 
on such a catastrophe a widespread tor- 
nado had descended, civilization would 
have been wiped out of a region now peo- 
pled by several millions. These consid- 
erations show how narrow a barrier sep- 
arates us from a period of utter desola- 
tion. 

The Hebrew scriptures tell of a time 
when it rained for forty days and foity 
nightB. We may assume that the event 
thus described was not a gentle shower, 
but that when "the windows oi heaven 
were opened " the Storm King put forth 
all his terrible power. In tho Book of 
Job is preserved the legend of a day 
when fire fell from heaven and a great 
whirlwind smolo tho land. Longfellow, 
in Hiawatha, has preserved the Btory of 
"the loug and dreary winter" when 
fever and famine stalled abroad. Ref- 
erence has already been made in these 
columns to what tho Norso legends and 
the Babylonian tablets have to say on 
tlie same subject. Hero, then, we have 
indisputable evidence, which might 
easily be multiplied ten-fold, of just such 
a catastrophe as we have above sug- 
gested—that is, one only requiring a lit- 
tle greater violence of the elements than 
we hive ourselves seen. If Thursday's 
storm swept over at least :i,000,000 
square tnilcj, there is nothing at all im- 
probable that a storm might occur, ac- 



companied by earthquakes, and spread 
devastation all over the world. There 
is, therefore, nothing at all unlikely 
in the suggestion that at any time a lo- 
cal storm centre may develop sufficient 
energy to girdle the world with destruc- 
tion and overturn all the monuments of 
our civilization, and just as the gale of 
Friday night followed close upon the 
heels of that of Thursday, bo one storm 
might follow another until the Btory of 
the legends, the tablets and the Scrip- 
tures would be repeated. 

Let us therefore accept, aB we are in 
point of fact bound to do, that the earth 
was at a remote period of its history, and 
yot within the memory of man, Btorm- 
swept in the manner described and that 
there resulted a prolonged period of 
exceedingly severe weather. Admitting 
this it becomes obvious that the survi- 
vors of the catastrophe would likely be 
those most inured to hardships and 
hence not the custodians of the secrets 
which make civilization possible. Life 
would becomoamere struggle for exist- 
ence. The Klickitat Indians say that 
during the period of desolation which 
followed the great catastrophe their an- 
cestors lived on the carcasaes of the ani- 
mals which perished. Tho race would 
begin once again its slow advance to- 
wards better conditions, yet while the 
gnawing tooth of time was defacing if 
not de3troyinu all that tho tempest and 
the earthquake had spared, father would 
hand down to son the story of the days 
before the Demon of Destruction came, 
and as generation succeeded generation 
the tale would become moreorless alter- 
ed, through being told by those 
who did not know whereof they 
spoke, and the thinga which 
were simply triumphs of human 
skill and intelligence would become 
in the minds of later generations 
the acts of gods, giants, demons, mon- 
sters and fairies. Later, some bard like 
Homer or the unknown authors of the 
Kddas, would gather the legends to- 
gether and, under the inspiration of his 
own profound ignoraneeof what human- 
ity could achieve, and his brilliant im- 
agery, would weave them into immor- 
tal poems, which we to-day regard 
either as fiction, pure and simple, or, if 
we are so disposed, as divine communi- 
cations, literally correct, though, if so, 
absolutely inexplicable on any con- 
ceivable hypothesis. 

Such may be the genesis of mythology. 
It is not the explanation which finds the 
most acceptance with scholars, who 
think they are able to account for every 
myth by regarding it as an explanation 
of some natural phenomenon. This may 
account for the myths, but it will not 
explain the monuments of ancient civil- 
ization found in all the four corners of 
the earth. Some years ago a very clever 
writer in the Westminster Review 
treated of Gladstone as a sun-myth, and 
very clearly proved, after the fashion of 
the scholars aforesaid, that there never 
was such a man, but that ho simply re- 
presented natural phenomena. The 
line of thougnt above suggested is one 
that thoso interested can follow out for 
themselves.

The prices realized 
were even lower than those obtained last 
January. A consignment ol 0,801) skins 
sent from this city 'to Lampson's sale 
were being oll'ered at the same time. 
The prices for these skins were about 
the sumo as those secured at the sale in 
December last. The very low prices cur- 
rent at the Hudson Bay Company's sales 
were said to he due to the larger number 
of imitation furs that aro being made.

We have been shown some specimens 
of quartz literally lull of free gold, which 
for richness stand far and away ahead of 
anything we have ever before seen in 
this district.

It means untold 
prosperitv to Vernon when these 
ledges are developed. The good fortune 
is not confined alone to the holders of 
this claim, as the ownerB of other pros- 
pects in the vicinity will lie spurred on- 
ward to increased exertions, and every- 
thing points to an unexampled period of 
prosperity which will be shared by all 
classes of the community. Several fine 
sped mens have been sent to Toronto r.ud 
the coast, and the mere sight of them 
will do more to advertise this district 
than an-vthine that has ever before been

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Ernest Willett Says His Father Is 
Trying to Gobble His 
Property. 



Claims to Be ail Englishman En 
titled to a Fortune in 
Brewery Interests. 



Few casea in legal or medical circles 
have excited more interest than that of 
Ernest Henry Willett, who is now lying 
in the county jail under a commitment 
for insanity. Judge Moore has been in 
consultation with Mayor Wood, and the 
latter has written to Willett'a father at 
Brighton, England. The present plan 
is to let Willett remain where he is un- 
til the mayor receives a reply, Willett 
undertaking meanwhile to defray his 
own expenses. 

One difficulty in the matter is that if 
Willett'a statements be true a satisfac- 
tory reply from his father can hardly be 
expected, since, according to his state- 
ment, his father is the very man who is 
at the bottom of all his troubles and 
who has for years been engaged in a sys- 
tematic and villainous persecution of 
him. 

Willett tells such a straightforward 
and consistent story, so perfectly worked 
out in all its minutest details, that it is 
difficult to refuse him credence. A 
reporter sought an interview with 
him yesterday and found him per- 
fectly " willing to talk over his 
condition, his history and his pros- 
pects. He has written out a very elabor- 
ate statement of his case, on which he 
claims to have spent eighteen montliB of 
diligent work. These papers he guards 
with the moat scrupulous care, although 
he readily Bubmits them to inspection of 
anyone who, like Mayor Wood, has 
shown sufficient interest in his case. 
They are now locked up in Sheriff 
Mover's safe. 

Mr. Willett began by talking over the 
examination held before Judge Moore. 
He made one point of criticism. "The 
police officers," said he, " teatifled that 
I had told them if they would examine 
the back of my fireplace they would 
find where the bricks had been dis- 
lodged, and if they would make 
certain other examinations they 
would find other things, but they would 
not testify that they had made 
these examinations and found nothing. 
The plain truth ia that they would find 
everything just as 1 stated. And yet 
they charge that these things are mere 
hallucinations. 

" Yes, I can tell you something of the 
circumstunces which have led to my trou- 
bles. I have the whole matter written 
out, and when the proper time comes I 
will Dublish it. But the main points are 
these : In 1877 I purchased an interest in 
a large brewery. My interest is 
valued at $500,000, with an income 
of !f?0,000 a a year. After I had paid 
for my purchase it was claimed 
that there were irregularities in 
the transaction which made the trans- 
fer illegal and void. My father took this 
position, and as it was not until years 
afterwards that I began to suspect him 
oi dishonesty towards me, 1 believed 
him, and was finally persuaded that 
ever! if T had had a good claim at first, 
it had been barred by the statute of 
limitations. Not till after I came to 
America did I learn the simple truth, 
that the statute of limitations does not 
apply to partnerships until the partner- 
ship firm has ceased to exist. 

"The circumstances which led imrne- 
diatelv to the trouble with my father 
were these: Two deeds of conveyance, 
not connected with the brewery matter 
at all, were brought to me for signature. 
I desired to consult and deliberate about 
signing them, but was induced to sign at 
once on the ground that other parties 
who had to sign were coming hundreds 
of miles up to London, andthatl should 
not have time for any consultation. 

"This was in 1892. Two years later 
I discovered that the deeds were 
fraudulent. The copy that bad been 
presented to me for signature bore the 
names of other signers who really did 
not sign until two yearB later. I de- 
nounced the deeds. is forgeries, Fortius 
utterance I was arrested on a charge of 
criminal libel, convicted and sentenced 
to four months' imprisonment. At the 
end of this term I was required to make 
up a £250 line, and my father, whose 
true attitude toward me I had now dis- 
covered, proposed that if I would get 
out of the country the amount would be 
raised. 

" I may say that the two conditions on 
which I was induced to sign the two 
deeds of conveyance of which I have 
spoken were, lirst, that an indebtedness 
of would be discharged for me, and 
second, that my children would be pro- 
vided for. My father assured me that 
these conditions were amply guaranteed, 
but neither of them was ever fulfilled. 

" With the charge of criminal libel 
fastened upon me, I was induced to 
leave the country. I do not say that the 
attornevs with whom I consulted were 
directlv bribed, but I will say that they 
were influenced to believe that it was 
best, in my condition, to make false 
statements to me in order to get me 
awav. 

" Now f know whom I have to thank 
for all this, and for the fact that every 
effort I have made to get back to Eng- 
land has been thwarted. It is my 
father. He has said that be will spend 
£20,000, that is $100,000, to crush me. 

" Recently I have discovered missing 
links in my title to the partnership in- 
terest in "the brewery, and I have also 
found that I have good grounds for a 
suit against the government on the 
charge of false imprisonment. If I can 
only get back to England my future is

talks in a logical and connected 
manner, and challenges a test of 
his mental powers in the solution 
of a difficult mathematical pro- 
blem or the writing of an article on 
any given subject, yet at other times ho 
' makes some, very wild statements. In 
talking with Mayor Wood the other day 
he told the mayor that on attempting to 
communicate with his friends in the city 
he found that the telephone exchange 
had purposely changed the number of 
every telephone in the city ior the pur- 
pose of preventing him. Yet ho is tho- 
roughly convinced, and so stated yester- 
day, that the charge of insanity and all 
the evidence produced to support it, is

ie Swan Has a Catch of Only Twenty- 
Five- Other Schooners Empty. 

Nhah Bay, March 20. — The sealing 
schooner James G. Swan has arrived at 
Neah Bay from a fruitless search for 
seals off the coast of California. The 
Swan left here February 22, and cruised 
along the coast in eearch of seals, but 
failed to find them as thick as was ex- 
pected. The Swan arrived off Point 
Arena about fifty miles north of San 
Francisco, on March 2, everyone being 
discouraged with the voyage. 

Capt. O. F. Christianson concluded to 
return to Neah Bay, arriving hero on 
March 24 with a total catch of twenty- 
live seals, and a badly discouraged crow. 

There are live other schooners an- 
chored in the bay, they having all been 
unsuccessful in their search for fur seal. 



GREAT FAMINES. 

India Has Had Thirty Nine In the Past 



It must not be supposed that the fam- 
ine which is now devastating India, hor- 
rible as it is, is unique in the world's 
history. The annals of nations give 
authentic record of not less than three 
hundred and fifty famines, dating from 
Scriptural times down to the present. 
Famine and pestilence have always gone 
hand in hand, the one causing the ot her, 
and vermin and tilth have always been 
among the chief causes. Everyone re- 
culls the Scriptural passage regarding 
locusts in Egypt, " the like which had 
not been before that time, nor shall be 
hereafter." 1'hic prophecy, however, 
was not strictly accurate, for so recently 
as 1855 there came a great plague oi 
locusts in Utah, ami only the appear- 
ance of sea gulls, never before seen so 
far inland, prevented the total destruc- 
tion of the crops and consequent famine, 

Besides insects and vermin there may 
be other causes of famine, some natural, 
some artificial. Among these are rain, 
frost, drought, and other meteorological 
phenomena, war, defective agriculture, 
defective transport, legislative interfer- 
ence, currency restrictions, speculation, 
and the misapplication of grain. 

In connection with this last-named 
cause it may be said that, although In- 
dia haB been cursed with famine more 
than any other country, having had 
thirty -four within the past century, it is 
nevertheless a fact that India, as a whole 
country, always producea food enough 
for all its inhabitants, and even in years 
of famine there are regions of plenty 
sufficient to feed the starving if the grain 
could only be brought to them. It is 
natural, therefore, to suppose that the 
causes of Indian famines are quite as 
much artificial as natural, and that le- 
gislative foresight could do much to pre- 
vent them. — Leslie's Weekly.

A woman and her children are praying 
to tiod almost hourly that the person 
named in this brief notice may be dis- 
covered. A man standing in the very 
shadow of the gallows has no other hope 
under God but this advertisement. It 
is a long and a sad story. In all tho an- 
nals of tragedy there is no more bitter 
record. It is sad enough if only that 
part of the story iB true upon which the 
jury found Henry Craemer guilty of 
murder. It is infinitely sadder if the 
story is true which Craemer tells, and 
which Jack Quincey alone can prove. 

in August, 1894, a Mrs. Mueller and 
her child were found murdered in their 
little home near Seattle. After some in- 
vestigation the suspicion of the police 
restedupon Henry Craemer and he was 
arrested though protesting his innocence. 
Tho evidence against him was purely 
circumstantial, the strongest part of the 
case being based upon tho following 
facts: When Mrs. Mueller was mur- 
dered her house was also robbed and the 
police found Mrs. Craemer in possession 
of $35, which she insisted ehe had re- 
ceived from her husband the day before. 
This amount was $200 short of the sum 
which the murderer was supposed to 
have taken, and a few days later the 
Chief of Police of Seattle, Bolton Rogers, 
a man againBt whom all manner of vil- 
lainies have been charged, while search- 
ing Oraemer's premises in company with 
a detective found Becreted on a beam in 
a shed a Bum of money, which when 
added to ttie amont taken from Mrs. 
Craemer made up tlie sum Btolen by the 
murderer. It was a singular fact that a 
half dozen detectives had already search- 
ed the premises. Here iB where Jack 
Quincey comes into the case. Mrs. Crae- 
mer said that her husband was in Taco- 
ma on the day of the murder, that he 
had gone there to meet Jack Quincey, 
who owed him some money, had met 
him, got the money and given her what 
was taken from her by tho police. The 
prosecution insisted that Jack Quincey 
was a myth, concocted by the murderer to 
cover his crime. Craemer's friends claim 
that the money found in hiB shed was 
put there by the chief of police, who was 
in very bad odor at the time and was 
anxious to make a record for himself. 
They point out that if Craemer's guilt 
could be established by the "discovery " 
of $200, which of course would go to the 
husband of tho murdered woman, it 
would be financially profitable as the re- 
ward for the conviction of the murderer 
was $1,000. 

Craemer was tried, found guilty and 
sentenced to death. His case was carried 
from court to court. His fellow German- 
Americans in more than one state inter- 
ested themselves in his behalf. As a 
last reBort tho Supreme court of the 
United States was invoked to aid him 
But all efforts were in vain. His appeals 
were dismissed and the day was lixed for 
his execution, for April 14 next. 

And now all depends upon Jack 
Quincey. If he is on earth and can come 
to the state of Washington before the 
fatal day, he will save the life of a man, 



STILL A MYSTERY. 

No Clue to the Identity or the Body Found 
at the Lake. 

The mystery surrounding the identity 
of the man who sought a secluded nook 
on the shore of Lake Washington about 
forty rods from tlie pumping station, 
and there put a bullet through his head, 
remains unsolved. Coroner Yandell 
hopes that some information may bo ob- 
tained from tho publication of thfc follow- 
ing : The watch found on the dead man 
was made at Waltham, Mass. It is 
known as the Bosb gold-filled case. The 
case number is 1,268,541. The move- 
ment has seven jewels, and its number is 
3,084,729. 

The police say they have no informa- 
tion concerning the disappearance of a 
man who will answer the description of 
tbe suicide.— P.I.

Australian Federation in Full Swing Along 
the Lines of Uie Dominion.. • 

London, March 27. — The work of 
binding the Australian colonies togethei 
is in full progress. The Australian fed- 
eral convention met at Adelaide this 
week, the clonies of Victoria, New South 
Wales, Tasmania, South and Western 
Australia sent delegates. Mr. C. C. 
Kingston, Q.C., M.P., the premier of 
South Australia, was elected presi- 
dent. At the invitation of the 
conference the New South Wales 
delegate, Mr. Barton, submitted resolu- 
tions embodying the principles of the 
new constitution, which provides that 
the powers, privileges and territory of 
the various colonies are to remain in- 
tact. The parliament which will be es- 
tablished will consist of a senate and 
house of commons. The executive will 
consist of a governor-general, appointed 
by the Queen, and a supremo federal 
court, which will also bo the high court 
of appeal of the colonies.
